Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a clutch assembly as 
defined in claim 13, particularly including a clutch lining having a springiness, a lever 
plate supported at a peripheral region, a clutch actuator having a linear compensating 
spring and exerting an actuating force on the release bearing, the actuating force being 
amplified by a force of the linear compensating spring, wherein a spring force acts on 
the lever plate in a direction of the force of the springiness of the lining, the spring force 
being within an order of magnitude of the force of the linear compensating spring.
